SCHOOL - REPORT. 


The School Board submits the following report:— 

We are glad to be enabled to give so favorable a report 
of the schools in town. The attendance has been more reg- 
ular than last year, as a whole. 

We were unable to secure a teacher for the Powder 
Mills school and we decided to transfer the scholars to the 
Plains school. 

The teachers have all seemed to “fey hard to have the 
children perfect in their studies and on the whole we think 
they have succeeded finely. 

The sehools have all had thirty re schoohng except 
Caverly, which has had but twenty nine weeks on account of. 
bad weather. | 

During the year we have had a new out building built 
at the Caverly school house, also the school house shingled- 
The school house on the Ridge has been painted, and the 
wood shed new silled, and painted two coats. The South 
school house and out building have been painted. The Board 
have complied with the law of 1903 that every school house 
should be furnished with a flag, and staff for displaying the 
same. here were but twoschool houses which were occupied 
that had no flag when the law was passed, and those have 
been furnished> There were some other repairs that we in- 
tended to make, but being unable to secure help they have 
not been made.
